PROPOSED BUDGET SHOWS hi 
RETURN TO 90c TAX RATE in 


Commission Sets 
Public Hearings 
On Modified C-1 


the tentative 1952-53 budget for Sierra Madre 


Public hearing on 
City School District has been set for Wednesday, Aug. 6, 8 p.m. 
at the school. 

The proposed budget reflects 
$20,000 from local taxes. But tl' 
extent by an increase of about 
$12,000 in apportionments and 
allowances from the state. 

'This state increase—plus sev¬ 
eral other small increases in in¬ 
come—bring the actual drop in 
income to roughly $7000. 

School officials explained 
that the loss of $20,000 in local 
taxes is due to the district’s 
return to the legal tax rate of 
90 cents per $100 of assessed 
valuation after a one-year term 
at $1.20. 

Practically all other nearby 
.school districts have voted to 
exceed the 90-cent rate for a 
period of five or ten years, it 
was pointed out. 

With the exception of the 
capital outlay fund, all other 
items of the proposed budget 
show an increa.se of from 5 to 
15 per cent. These boosts are in 
line with increased costs of 
supplies and services and raises 
in salaries, according to a 
school spokesman. 

Attention was called to a 
“drastic drop” in the capital 
outlay budget item. 'The drop, 
totaling more than $16,000, is 
made possible because the defi¬ 
cit caused by the cost of the 
new school building has now 
been met. This had been the 
reason for the district’s adopt¬ 
ing a one-year tax rate increase 
of 30 cents. 

The $2000 remaining in the 
capital outlay fund is ear¬ 
marked for playground devel¬ 
opment, in connection with the 
new school unit, and a contin¬ 
uation of the school’s modern-

Swimming remains one of the most popular, enjoyable and 
healthful of sports but it is not without danger since more than 
6000 individuals were drowned in the United States last year. 
With the foresight and caution supplied by good swimming in¬ 
struction, a great many of these deaths could have been prevented. 

Fear is the bane of the in¬ 
expert or non-swimmer. Panic- 
stricken individuals who get 
into difficulty while in the wa¬ 
ter frequently dissipate their 
last chance for survival in a 
futile struggle. Yet it is not 
hard to acquire some skill in 
swimming and still easier to 
learn to stay afloat since the 
fat and air in the human body 
make 90 per cent of the men 
and practically all women 
buoyant. This is especially true 
when in salt water. 

Everyone can learn to swim. 

In youth it helps to build 
strong, healthy bodies. For old¬ 
er people swimming in quiet 
water and in moderation, pro¬ 
vides gentle exercise and does 
not strain the heart. Instruction 
in the art of swimming im¬ 
parts skill and confidence, 
teaches the individual to avoid 
hazards, and makes him better 
able to handle emergencies 
that arise at less risk to him¬ 
self. 

You do not have to be a 
swimmer in order to save some¬ 
one from drowning. The Red 
Cross points out that if a per¬ 
son is in danger a rope, an oar, 
a fishing pole, even an article 
of clothing may be extended as 


a lifeline from a boat, dock, or 
the shore. If the victim is 
farther away a wooden plank, 
tire, or other object that floats 
may be shoved out to act as a 
buoy while help is obtained. 
Only as a last resort should 
anyone, other than a strong 
swimmer, swim out to help a 
drowning individual. Double fa¬ 
talities frequently result be¬ 
cause a weak swimmer useless¬ 
ly sacrifices himself in the at¬ 
tempt to rescue someone whose 
life is in jeopardy. 

Anyone looking forward to a 
wet summer should learn the 
safety rules compiled by the 
Red Cross and the National 
Safety Council. Their timely 
warnings are herewith listed: 

Select a safe place for swim¬ 
ming — preferably one super¬ 
vised by a lifeguard. 

Never go swimming alone. 
Don’t dive unless you know 
the depth of the water—make 
sure there are no hidden ob¬ 
structions. 

Don’t enter the water when 
tired or overheated. 

Don’t demonstrate abilities 
you do not possess. 

Don’t swim immediately after 
eating. The length of time you 
should wait depends on the 
amount and kind of food eaten. 
If full of hot dogs and potato 
salad, keep out of the water 
for two hours. Stomach cramps 
are almost completely incapaci¬ 
tating. 

Unless you know how to swim 
do not venture out in small 
boats or canoes. 

Don’t panic if leg cramps oc¬ 
cur. Paraplegics, paralyzed from 
the waist down, swim con¬ 
stantly in deep water. 

Water safety courses are giv¬ 
en by the Red Cross during the 
summer months. If interested, 
call your local chapter for in¬ 
formation. It will be good in¬ 
surance for many pleasant and 
safer summers.

C. W. Jones, now home again in Sierra Madre, blamed the 
“steam-laundry atmosphere” of Indiana for his momentarily 
blacking out and becoming involved in a fatal traffic accident 
there on July 18. 

Mr. Jones, Sierra Madre’s first mayor, told the NEWS that he 

hoped his many friends here_ 

would not think he was driv- 
Ing negligently or that it was a 
hit-and-run accident. 

“My conscience is completely 
clear,” he stated. “It seemed to 
be a case of an unavoidable 
accident, occurring at a time 
when I was overcome by the 
heat and not conscious.” 

The prominent early resident 
has pleaded not guilty to 
charges of reckless driving 
homicide and is at liberty on 
$2000 bail. He said he was told 
it would be two or three months 
before his case comes to trial. 

One of two Indiana boy bicy¬ 
clists, allegedly run down by 
Mr. Jones’ car, died of injuries 
a few hours after the accident. 

Mr. Jones, who was visiting 
his native state as a part of a 
vacation tour of the Middle 
West, said he was driving 
alone the afternoon of the acci¬ 
dent.

BUDGET SHOULD INCLUDE 
VITAL POINT FOR SAFETY

This is budget time in Sierra Madre. 

A proposed 1952-53 budget is now being prepared by City 
Administrator R. Merritt Baker and probably will be presented 
to members of the City Council at their “iron-curtain" session 
Monday night. 

Many citizens join with the NEWS in hoping that this year's 
budget will include provision for an additional patrolman. ’This 
would bring the Police Department down to a 48-hour work week 
—still “below standards" as compared with many other depart¬ 
ments in the county, but at least a step in the right direction. 

It is a step that would cost only about S3500, but one which 
would be worth immeasurably more than that in terms of the 
general welfare of Sierra Madre. 

Indeed, it is a truism to say that the efficiency of any 
organization is directly proportional to its morale.

publication for the blind, The 
Braille Mirror. 

The Mirror was e.stablished 
26 years ago by the institute, 
which now has one of the most 
complete and modern raised 
printing plants in the world. 

Braille books and magazines 
are "printed” from thin zinc 
plates on which the raised dots 
making up the characters are 
punched into the metal by a 
machine with a typewriter-like 
keyboard. The Mirror is printed 
on heavy, 35-pound manila pa¬ 
per through a specially-built 
rotary press. It costs the Braille 
Institute, to publish and cir¬ 
culate the Mirror, $15 per year 
for 12 issues. 

The free subscriptions fund 
is being developed since the 
$15 is more than most blind 
people can afford to pay.
